Indianapolis, December 
18.—The 
committee 
appointed 
by 
Governor 
Ralston some time ago to study the 
problem of mental defectiveness in 
Indiana held its first meeting yester­ 
day afternoon in one of the rooms 
of the board of state charities office. 
Figures were 
presented to 
the 
committee showing that in the ten 
years ending Oct. 1, 1914. there was 
an increase of 1,400 in the number 
of defectives in state institutions, a 
more marked increase than in the 
penal or benevolent institutions. The 
ommittee decided to prepare for a 
survey or census of mental defec­ 
tives in 
Indiana. 
The committee 
will meet again Jan. 6 to outline it s , 
plan of work. 
The work of the committee 
considering the mental defectives 
a large and important one, as the in­ 
sane, the epileptic and feeble-minded 
loom large in social and economic 
importance,” said the Rev. Francis 
H. Gavish, chairman of the com­ 
mittee. 
“As a state we do not know 
our problem and have not been able 
to solve it intelligently. 
It will be 
the work of the committee to con­ 
sider 
the problem 
and to 
suggest 
methods of dealing with it. 
‘The superintendents of our ,-«tate 
institution 
realize what 
is wanted 
and are doing their best to meet the 
ituation and also to educate the 
public to the need of adequate care 
for the defectives.
